Music Before and After Lec- 


ture Last Evening. 


Colonel 
Towsley'.s lecture at the 


high school building last evemng be- 
fore an audience of five hundred peo- 
ple is the first of. a probable series 
that will be arranged this winter. The 
subject" dealt with had a direct bear- 
ing upon the work that is being done 
by the class of senior boys who are 
studying American history and was 
to them particularly a treat, giving, 
as it did, an authoritative portrayal 
,pf that problematical and misunder- 
stood character, Benedict Arnold. Su- 
perintendent Buell, who arranged and 
took charge of the lecture, was well 
pleased in the manner in which it 
was received and said that other plat- 
form speakers, who had messages to 
students, would be brought here this 
winter if possible. The range of sub- 
jects that are desirable is as wide as 
the range of 
studies in the high' 


school. 


At the opening and the close of the 


evening's program music was furnish- 
ed by the high 
school' orchestra. 


Their numbers were well rendered 
and the audience appreciated them. 
This was the first appearance of the 
organization since last year and its 
personnel has been changed greatly, 
by the graduation 'of former members 
and the additios of others. 
There, 


arc twelve violins, as follows: Wal- 
lace Mills, William Poenichen, Wiil- 
liam Spohn, Edith* Soverhill, Grant 
Hyde, Ethel Crowley, Cecel Burgess, 
Frank Sheridan, John Sheridan, Fran- 
ces Lewis, Marion Blodgett and Floyd 
Yeomans.

The lecture was a resume of the 


important moves in the north during 
the first five years of-the Revolution- 
ary war and Benedict Arnold 
was 


used as the central' light, suddenly 
dimmed by one act toward which he 
was pushed by a cabal of officers in 
the Continental army and drawn, to 
by a. handsome Tory 
belle, 
Peggy 


Shippen. ' Colonel Towsley, though 
not a fluent speaker, enforced his ad- 
dress by an ever evident knowledge 
of his subject and his appearance in 
the uniform of the regular American 
army, in which he was an officer for 
many years. The first insult to which 
Arnold was subjected occurred in the 
early part-of: the wdr, whe'ri' Ethan 
Allen, iis inferior in rank, was given 
command of Fort Ticouderoga, Ob- 
jections were raised and a committee 
from the Massachusetts legislature in- 
vestigated. They left Allen in com- 
mand and sent Arnold away disgrac- 
ed. The march to Quebec and the. 
assault, which was all but successful, 
is one 
of 
the 
most 
remarkable 


achievements in miltary history. The- 
retreat, though the army was by.far 
smaller than the French, was more 
difficult and more skillfully handled 
than the retreat from -Moscow. For 
this no proper reward came to Ar- 
nold, 


The other injustices belong to a 


series that occurred during the time 
that Arnold was doing more than oth- 
er men to smash the most formidable 
plan for quelling that revolt that Eng- 
land ever attempted. 
This plan was 


to divide the two storm centers, New 
England and Virginia, by capturing 
and holding the Hudson river. 
The 


expedition from New York was effect- 
ually delayed. The army, which was 
to meet the New York host at Albany, 
started from Quebec under General 
Burgoyne and was the best sent- to 
America during the war, being com- 
posed entirely of picked men. In the 
battle on Lake 
Champlain 
Arnold 


achieved a notable success, though 
not victorious. Five generals inferior 
in rank and without a record to equal 
Arnold's, were jumped over him. But 
he did not leave the army. 
In the 


battle of Bemis Heights he fought a 
draw with a force that outnumbered 
his three to one, but the Continental 
Congress1 was prevailed upon to re- 
move him from command and make 
Gates his successor. 


At the battle of Saratoga, he, by 


the command of the jealous Gates, 
was to be an onlooker. 
He staid in 


his tent as. long as it was bearable.but 
at a critical time in the fight' he 
rushed to the front on his charger. 
He had gone too far to be called 
back by Gates, who (eared that he 
would "do something rash." 
He did 


do something rash—he won the1 cru- 
cial conflict of the whole war. In 
the thick of the fray his horse was 
shot from ' under him and his knee, 
which had been wounded at Quebec, 
was again pierced .by a bullet. Col- 
onel Towsley here said that it was 
at this time when Arnold should have 
died. 
He- was the hero of the day 


and his name .would have been link- 
ed in history with that of Washing- 
ton. ' But he returned to Philadelphia 
to await the healing of his wound. 


Inactivity spoiled Arnold and he 


fell desperately in love w.ith Peggy 
Shippeu, the daughter of a moderate 
Tory and herself a violent Tory. £he 
assisted the mother 
country 
with 


what she learned from Arnold and 
shortly a'fter their marriage succeed- 
ed in prevailing upon Arnold to de- 
sert the cause for which he fought 
and by whose advocates he had been 
unjustly, treated. 
Arnold 
betrayed 


West Point. 
He was given a high 


commission in the English army, but 
no responsibility and he was notice- 
ably slighted by the British officers. 
His" life was a miserable failure from 
then until 1S01, when in an attic in 
the poor quarter, of London, he lay 
on his death bed. -Benedict Arnold 
called for his old blue uniform--and 
sabre which he had used at Ticonder- 
oga, Quebec, Bemis Heights', and Sar- 
atoga and clothed in these and in 
view of an American flag, he died 
ivnllzins terribly his .awful blunder 
and heinous crime.
